Revolt of the Prospective Peers - 
Oscar Wilde's Sentence— Vesu- 
vius Again Active. 



London, May 26.— It is freely predioted 
that there will bo a goaeral election in Great 
Britain during tho oomlng month of July. 
On all sides ib is admitted that tho Roae- 
bory government) ia in a bad way, and tho 
vory atmosphere of tho Houbo of Commons 
emphasises tho Benao of the coming disaster 
to tho Liberal party, Tho government la 
undeniably disheartoned by the electoral 
proopoot and tho mutinous condition of their 
followcra insido and outaido of parliament. 
Tho opponents of tho government, on the 
other hand, are moat enthusiastic ovor tho 
politic .il prospect and confident of 
the result of tho appeal to tho 
country. Lord Salisbury haa this week 
wurned hie followora to bo ready for the 
fight, which may oomo at any moment, 
while Mr. Balfour last night contemptuously 
remarked that common humanity suggested 
that tho government ought to bo put cub of 
their pain as soon aa poaaiblo. 

The government buainoaa ia hopelessly 
blocked and in an irretrievable tanglo. Tho 
proceBB of diBlntegration has set In among 
tho mlniatorlal rank and file. The groateat 
difficulty la oxpericnood in getting members 
to attend the houae regularly, and 
the confidence and aggressiveneee of 
the opposition are shown Bignlfioantly by 
tho refusal of tholr whips to arrange pairs. 
All these things are euro Eigne of a criaia. It 
ia stated that the Unionist leaders have 
decided to postpone a decisive trial of tho 
atrength of tho government until after Whit- 
suntide. If this bo so the ministry will 
accept the challonge half hoartedly. Tho 
rank and fiio of the Liberal party are sick of 
the situation and desire tho dissolution of 
parliament. 

" Tho revolt of tho prospective peers," aa 
tho crusade of the Hon. Goo. E. Ourzon, M. 
P., eldest son of Lord Scjrsdale, is called, 
came to naught, as genorally oxpeotod, 
though the question raised by tho Eirl of 
Selborne aa to whether peera could or oould 
not sit in tho Houbo of Commons after suc- 
ceeding to tho House of Lords or bo olected 
membora of the Houeo of Commons, occu- 
pied the attention of the latter body for days. 

A camphor famino la threatened bb tho 
result of tho war between Japan and China. 
The price of camphor haa rapidly advanced 
and Japan is placing the moat severe reatrlo- 
tiona upon its export. Much camphor in 
this country la held by a syndicate. Should 
the warm summer bring oholera and dy- 
sentery, the demand for camphor will be 
vory great, and Its scarcity will not only 
interfere with many medicil compounde, 
but, will binder the manufacture of smoke- 
less gunpowdor, in which camphor largely 
entera aa an ingredient. 

It appears that the application of the 
Dowager Duoheas of Marlborough, formerly 
Mrs. Louia Hammcrsley, of New York, who 
wiahod to be preeonted to the Queen on her 
marriage to Lord William Beresford, was 
returned to hor through the Lord Chamber- 
Iain's offioo, whore auoh applications are 
filed, with an endoraemont in tho hand- 
writing of 'Queen Viotoria, that Her Majesty 
could only receive hor aa Lady William 
BeroBford, and aho could not retain her pre- 
vious highe 1- title, as she oft«n doea. Con- 
Bequently aho will In future only havo her 
place in precedence at court as Lady 
William BereBford, and will not havo tho 
right to Bit on the bench reserved for 
duchesBes at state balls and other functions. 

Tho jury yosterday found Osoar Wildo 
guilty on all the counts of tho indictment, 
Including tho chargo with referenco to per- 
sons unknown who were also pronounced to 
bo guilty. After a short interval the judgo 
called Wildo and Taylor to tho bar and each 
was sontonccd to two yoars' imprisonment 
at hard labor. While the jury was out, at 
tho request of a representative of tho Asso- 
ciated PreBB, Wildo'B counsel procured tho 
following slguod atatemont[from Wildo, who 
wsb waiting with tho prisoners in tho room 
below the dock: "Tho charges alleged 
againat mo are entirely untrue. Youths of 
every form always attracted me, because 
youth haa naturally that temperamont to 
which an artiat has to try to attain 
All works of art are works produeod in the 
moment of youth and I have aeon 
all Eerial grades. I lovo tho aocioty 
of tho rich and well born, on account of 
their luxury, culture and the grace of thoir 
livos, but anyono, ploughboy or etreot arub 
has an interest for mo. Mere humanity is 
bo wonderful. I do not aalr of tho young 
what they do ; 1 do not caro who thoy are, 
thoir ignorance has its mode of wisdom, 
their lack of culture leaves them open to 
froBh and vivid impressions. (Signed) 
Oscar Wilde." Tho ahovo statoment waB 
written throughout in Wildo's own writing. 

Tho punishment which Odcar Wilde is 
sentenced to undorgo ia tho aoveet known to 
tho law. It practically moana a contlnuouB 
period of solitary confinement for the two 
yearn torrn of hia sontenco. Regular " j*il 
birda " always profor fivo yeira of penal 
servitude to two years imprisonment, owing 
to tho eaalor conditions of tho former. 
Wildo will not bo permi tod to boo 
any visitor for three months, bub 
by exceptionally good conduct he can aecuro 
a slight reduction of his Bontenco. Lord 
Alfred Douglass naid that if Wildo wore 
conviotod ho would tako a house near tho 
prison until his release, but it ie now clear 
that If Lord Alfred returns to England ho 
will bo arrested on the same chargo 
Wildo Ib. 

Tho Ailsa and Britannia started at 9 43 
yostorday morning with tho yachts of othor 
olaBBca in tho Channel raco from South End 
to Harwiok— a distance of about ton miles 
Tho brcezo waa light, but although tho 
Ailsa was leading the twenties and forties, 
she Boon gavo up tho raco and returned to 
hor anchorage. Later It booamo known 
that sho had carrlod away hor bobatay. 

At tho cabinet council to-day tho finance 
mlnistor announoed that Spain was willing 
to join an international bi-motallio confer- 
ee. 

A diapatoh from Naploa to the Dally News 
aaya that the activity of Vesuvius, whlohoo- 
inoided In 189-1 witho tho earthquakes In 
Japan, Turkey and Calabria, is again no- 
ticeable. Thick oolumna of amoke, fko and 
lava are issuing from the mouth of tho orater, 
making a Bplondid opectaole at night. A

A Buffalo Paper's Tribute to the Thorough- 
ness of Their Observance of 
Holidays. 

Buffalo, N. Y., May 25 The Courier 

Bays editorially thia morning : «« Our frienda 
in Canada know how to make tho moat of 
their holidaya. Thoy throng tho traina 
running into Buffalo. Thoy go to our oir- 
cuses and eat our peanuts. They visit their 
children that have cast in their lot with us, 
and thoy fill their lungs with tho air of free- 
dom, Queen Victoria does not appsar to bo 
very hard on them. Thoy enjoy life in a 
quiet, orderly way. Thoy know a thing or 
two about curling and lacrOBBO, and in yaoht- 
ing and oanooing thero ia nobody oan boat 
them. Toronto is a pleasant town to have 
near us. She haa a fair ovory year, tho like 
of which would be a good thing horo. Hor 
boob and Buffalo frequently engage in u 
friondly rivalry In athlotic gamea. Now and 
then tho Canadians oome over with thoir big 
pipoa and do a little Scotoh dancing for us. 
It is a ploaauro to see thorn hero on their 
holidsya." 

BlilTlSH POLITICS. 



The Elections Will Be Deferred Un- 
til the London Seaaon 
Is Over. 



Weakness of the Government Which 
Has Neither Policy Nor Plan 
of Operation. 

New York, May 26,— The Tribune's 
London special cable, whioh la this week 
signed "I. N. F.," Mr. Smalley having 
ailod last Wednesday for New York to as- 
sume his new position as American corre- 
spondent to the London TlmeB, Bays, under 
date Loudon, May 25 : Public interest in 
party politics ia languid and apathetic. 
There la an unwritten law that, whatevor 
may bo the nooeaaitiea of tho miniatera or 
the temptations of the opposition, there 
must bo no interference with the London 
Beason. A general oloctlon would break up 
a seaaon that ia unusually brilliant and pros- 
perous. The political loaders are un- 
willing to aBaume tho reaponsibility for 
a diBaolution of parliament. The min- 
isters are too wary to ride for 
a fall before a orltlcil and resentful public 
The Unioniate are in no haste to bring about 
prematurely the overthrow of a government 
whioh lacks both prestige and the votes for 
enacting reform measures. Everyone ia 
confident that theeleotiona will bo deferred 
at least until the shopkeepers havo reaped 
their annual harvest and the season haa 
ended. Only an unforeseen accident can 
precipitate a political crisis. That this 
might happen seemed poesible early in the 
week, when the government's majority fell 
to nine and even five, with four UnioniBta' 
seats vacant in the house. It 
aeemod probable, rather than possible, 
when Dr. Macgregor Bhook the dust of par- 
liament from hiB feet and entertained tho 
houae with a bit of molodrama bordering on 
burlesque. Then came an Intorval of ailly 
unfounded rumorB of Lord Rosebery'a im- 
pending resignation from sheer despair. 
The bubble waa prioked when the Prime 
MiniBter returned to town in greatly im- 
proved health, and when the government 
majorities wore ahown by the Liberal whips 
tho Unionists were dlainclined to press their 
advantogo. They had much to gain by 
keeping a discredited government in office 
and holding it up to publio contempt. 

On Thursday came Sir William Harcourt'B 
promiBod explanation of tho order of buai- 
neBB and tho arrangemontB of the Whitaun- 
tido recoBB. Ho had not followed tho con- 
tradictory advice ahowored upon him from 
all quarters, hut had consulted hiB colleagues 
and decided upon a plain, straightforward 
courso respecting the WbIbIi disestablish- 
jt bill and tho finanoial vote. Ho dis- 
played marked dexterity in connootlon with 
tho Crofters bill and in giving a strong 
pledgo to push tho meuBure through tho 
houae. Dr. Macgregor'a colleagues 
lookod sullen and resentful, but 
did not openly rebel. The gov- 
ernment's poaition ia better at the 
end of the week than ib was at tho be- 
ginning, in spite of the Unioniet victory at 
Warwick and leamingtoo, where Mr. Alfred 
Lyttleton, the veteran crickotor, has bowled 
over his Liborul opponent. Sir William 
Harcourt iB showing himself to bo a worthy 
Buocosaor of the old parliamentary hand. 
He Buoceods in extracting hiB party from i:s 
emburrasBments by sheer ek.il 1 as a tactician 
and has very little help from hia associates, 
Hia loadorehip is a tine bit of 
parliamentary work, but the Liberal 
party is practically without a definit 
policy or plan of operation. It has 
u score of moasuroB on paper, whioh aro not 
out of committoo and are blocking ono 
another. It haB not a majority requisite 
for enforcing tho cloauro and its promises 
are as fiat currency, virtually Irredeemable. 
Two votos havo been gained by tho opposi- 
tion thiB week as tho result of tho ohango of 
tho Bpoakership, and Dr. McGregor's 
abandoned Boat may bo captured spoedily. 
Tho margin is already so narrow that tho 
government is not safe againataccidonta any 
weok, yet thoro are experienced Llberul 
politioiana who do not hesitate to say that 
the odds are in f ivor of a general election in 
February rather than In Soptombor,

Poster, leader of the government iu the 
Houae of Commons and minister of finance, 
has accepted the invitation to deliver tho 
oration at tho unveiling of the Macdonald 
memorial atatue on Juno 6. Sir L. Tilley 
has aho accepted an invitation to be pre- 
sent, if his health will permit.

QUEEN'S BIRTHDAY. 

Its Celebration In Loudon— Brilliant Spectacle 
at the Horse Guards— Some of the 
llonors Conferred. 

London, May 26.— Tho birthday of Queen 
Victoria, the anniversary of which ooaurred 
on Friday, was officially celebrated in this 
oity yestorday. At the Horse Guards dur- 
ing the morning many thousands of people 
witnessed the brilliant Bpectaalo of trooping 
tho colors. Tho Grenadier Guards, Scots 
FuBilior Guards and Coldstream Guards 
took part in the coremonioB. There was 
great oxoitement along Pall Mall as the 
Prince of WuleB, Duke of Cambridge and 
Nazarulla Khan, aecond son of the Ameer of 
Afghanistan, rode through that thorough- 
fare on tholr way to tho HorBO Guards' par- 
ade.

THE CELEBRATION. 

The Queen's Birthday Celebration was 
this year, aa usual, very enjoyable. There 
was nothing, eioopt perhaps tho woathor, 
to mar the pleasure of holiday makers. 
Good order prevailed everywhere, and the 
good humor of tho crowd wob remarkable 
The managing committee doservo evory 
credit for the arrangements they made. 
They could hardly, undor the circumstances, 
have done better. The aham fight and re- 
view were, aa we anticipated, moat onjoy- 
able features of the celebration. The citi- 
zens of Viotoria owe a dobt of gratitude to 
Admiral Stephenson and tho officers and 
men of tho warships for the treat. It waa 
pleasant to observe tho spirit with which the 
men went into tho fight, which could not have 
been to them all inn. Wo trnab that the 
visitors from the other side of th 
national boundary line enjoyed their Bhort 
visit to tho Queen's dominions. The clerk 
of tho weather was not as kind and aa 
aooommodating aa ho might bo, but it ia 
well known that he is very cipricioua and 
not to ba implicitly roliod upon. It is to bo 
hoped that he will treat them better whon 
they pay Victoria another visit. On the 
whole Victoria's annual holiday in 1895 
went off very woll. 



A SHALLOW DBVIOB. 

Ib ia amusing to witness tho dovicoa to 
whioh tho Grit journals foel compelled to 
rasort in order to create the impreBsion that 
the trado oi Canada was moro flourishing 
under a revenue tariff, or rather under Grit 
rule, than under tho National Polioy. Tho 
Times quotes with approval tho figuros of 
tho St. John Telegraph, whioh compares 
two yoatB of Grib rule with oight yearB of 
Conaervativo rule. Tho two yearB are 1873 
and 1871, tho firat two In which the Liborala 
were in power. Their polioy, of course, had 
nothing whatevor to do with the trade of 
the Dominion during those two years. 
K^oryone knows that trado doeB not bounce 
up and down with every ohango of Govorn- 
mont. Ib takea timo for the trade of a coun- 
try to feel tho effoots of a change of polioy. 
It ia evident that in tho year in whioh a Gov- 
ernment assumea tho reins of power it has no 
effjob whatever on tho oourso of trade, and 
the year aftor, lot its meaBuros bo ovor bo 
wise, tho effects will not bo appreciably felt. 
So that tho Grits had very little more 
bo do with tho courso of trade during 187-S 
and 1874 than thoy had with tho changes of 
the moon during tho samo poriod. But tho 
time came whon the tffjeta of the adminis- 
tration woro Boon in tho trado returns. In 
1873, when tho Grits took oontrol of tho af- 
fairs of tho country, tho foreign trado of the 
Dominion waa S217.8U1.51U. In 1.879, the 
yoar aftor they woro rejected by tho pooplo, 
lb had diminished to $153,155,082. This 
diminution tolla the tale, either of tho In" 
adequacy of a tariff for rovenuo or tho In- 
capacity of tho Grits. Our coutomporurioB 
may attribute tho falling away of 
tho trado of tho Dominion from 1874 to 
1879, bo olther of theso causoB as ib Buita 
their convenience. Tho faot that tho trado 
of the country foil away is cortain, and lb ia 
also cortain that tho Grita woro in power 
during the interval, and that thoy had a 
tariff for revenue. 

Let us apply tho same test to tho trado of 
tho country after tho National Polioy waa 
oatabliahod, or whilo tho Consorvativos woro 
in powor. As we havo Boon, in 1879 tho trade 
of tho Dominion amounted to $153,455,682 ; 
In 1883, four yoars after, it was 8230,339.820, 
and in 1893 it had advanced to §247,038,020. 
Horo aro tho incontestable facta. Whon 
tho LiboralB camo into power tho trado of 
tho Dominion waa flourishing. It kept 
on diminishing until thoy woro drivon 
from powor. Id novor again during 
tholr adminiatration rose to $217,000,000 
After tho ConservativoB took oflico tho trado 
inoroaaod, and wont on increasing with somo 
fluctuations until now. Wo may say, how- 
ever, that iu all tho viciasitudoa of trado 



whioh the Conservative governments have 
experienced the trade of tho country nover 
fell so low aB in the year after the Grita were 
defeated. 

When the details are examined tho same 
roaulta are aeon. When the Grita oamo into 
power in 1873 tho imports were $128,213,582 
and tho exporta $89,351,928. In 1879, the 
yoar aftor they were turnod out, the imports 
had fallon to $81,901,427 and tho exports to 
$71,491,255. 

When tho Conservatives woro placed in 
oontrol they found the trade of tho oouutry 
languishing. Ths imports, aa we havo soon, 
amounted to $81,901,427 and tho exporta to 
$71,491,255. In 1884, five years aftorwardB, 
bho importa wero $110,397,043 and the 
exporta $91,400,490. In 1893 tho im- 
porta had advanaod Btill further, They 
were S129,074,268, and tho exports §118,- 
504,352. 

The Times might have aeon that tho Tele- 
graph's trick of giving tho figures of two 
years and suppressing those of all tho other 
years of tho Grib administration was 
too dishonest and too shallow to be counten- 
anced in any way. It is a roproaoh to its 
intelligence to make such a stupid and Bhab 
by devlco its own. It surely has ingenuity 
enough to doviso a sharper trick than the 
ono which tho Telegraph tried to palm off 
on tho Now Brunswiokora. Tho Tolegraph'B 
attempt at cheating is an awful bunglo. In 
faot our contemporary Is very foolish whon 
ib trios to show the advantages of a revenue 
tarltl from tho trado returns of tho Liberal 
administration, It ought to know, and lb 
no doubt doo8 know, that tho country under 
Liberal rule did not flourish, and no matter 
how tho figures of thoso returns aro " manip- 
ulated " they toll tho story of oithor a bad 
trado polioy or an incapable administration. 



THE AMERICAN WAY. 

The inoome tax is doclarod to bo unconsti- 
tutional by tho Supremo Court of the United 
Statos, and tho law therefore that imposed 
it, although passod by Congross and algnod 
by tho President, ia null and void. This 
sounda strango to British ears. Tho 
supremacy of Parliament is tho first and tho 
most importanb artiola In the political crood 
of a true Briton. Parliament is in hia esti- 
mation omnipotent — that is aB omnipotent 
as anything human can bo. Thoro Is noth- 
ing in the British Empire above ib, nothing 
that can undo what it haa done. Tho Brit- 
ish have a very high respect for their courts 
of law, but none of them — not tho very 
highest — is above Parliament. An act 
which has passed through Parliament aa bhe 
inoome tax clauao of tho Unitod Statoa 
tariff law has passed through Congress, Ib 
tho law of tho land, and all that the judges 
havo to do is to administer ib and to interpret 
it. No matter what lb Is they cannot pro- 
nounce it to be of no effect. Tho Estates 
of tho Roa!m alono, which made It law, can 
ropoal It or alter it in any way. 

In this the paople of monarchical Britain 
havo more power than tho citizens of tho 
Republic of tho Unitod Statoa of America. 
According to tho British Conatitutlon tho 
Sovoreign can veto any measure that paBsos 
through Parliament, but in modern times 
this iu a prerogativo that is not exercised. 
Tho Sovereign goes through tho form of 
sanctioning tho acta of Parliament ; but an 
aot, no matl.or what its nature, ia never re- 
jected. So jealous aro tho people of Great 
Britain of the power they oxorciso through 
their representatives that thoy are soriously 
talking of taking the power of tho veto from 
tho House of Lords. Whether this Ib ono 
of tho changeB of tho near future 
or not, it Is cortain that tho pooplo 
of Groat Britain In theso days regard with 
jealousy any unuoual exeroiso of powor by 
the House of Lords, and tho Lords them- 
Belvos only consider it safo to oxerciso their 
full powora whon thoy aro certain that they 
have tho pooplo on their side. When tho 
will of tho nation la clearly ascertained tho 
Honso of Lorda does not venture to continue 
to oppoao it. This la very difforont from 
the Senate of the Unitod States ; It has no 
hesitation in acting In oontravention of the 
woll aecortainod will of the House of Rop 
rosontatives and of tho poople thomsolvea 
whenovor in tho opinion of a majority of 
that body it Ib right or expedient so to do 
But the Constitution Bets the Supremo Court 
above thorn all, Houso of Representatives, 
Senate and Preaidont. 



" THE CLAIMANT." 

Tho " Claimant " haa como to tho surfaco 
again. Slnco hia rolouso from prison hia life 
apparontly haB not beon a ploasant ono. 
Saloon keopors triod to make a lion of him, 
but aa a celebrity ho was not attraotlvo. 
Tho tippling public soon got tirod of him 
and ho was not a suocesj aa u lecturor, It io 
quito evident that Orton has a hearty detes- 
tation of work, und having triod a hundrod 
ways of getting a living with most discourag- 
ing results the brilliant Idea Btruck him that 
a good way to raiao tho wind once moro was 
to oonfo8B, and ho accordingly oonfoaaed 
HIb patron is a good natured newspaper 
man, who haa taken tho oonfoBsion on Bpoo 
Tho Claimant of oourso makes oath and 
saith that his confession ia truo us it is pub 
lishod in a paper called Tho Peoplo. He 
admitB that ho Is Arthur (Mod, tho bou of a 
Wupping butahor ; that ho booumo a cabin 
boy, and that ho mot with many adven- 
tures in many lands. According to hia 
own story Orton was novor u roBpootablo 
person. Ho, howovor, must havo had aomo 
ability or ho could not have humbugged so 
many people, somo of them men and women 
of education, Sir Rogor Tiohborno'a mother 
among tho rost. How much of his present 
confession is truth and how much invontion 
it will bo Impossiblo to aay, Tho story ho 
tells, however, may havo attractions for 
tho lower class of tho lovers of Herniation. 
Strango aa it may Boom, thoro are persons 
still in England who look upon tho oloimant 
as an ill-usod man who waa ruined and dis- 
orodltod by a oonepiraoy oompoaod of mem- 
bers of tho aristocracy— with an h, 



PAVING MATERIAL. 

What is tho beat material for paving? haB 
been ond is the Bubjeab of au interesting dis- 
ousalon in Toronto. Cheapness and dura- 
bility appear to have boon tho qualities 
most in request. Tho trouble was that ib 
was found impossible to get theso two desir- 
ablo qualities unitod in any ono material. 
Tho material that is choap is nob durable 
and tho material that is durable ia not, on 
the first consideration ab any rate, cheap. 

Cedar blooka on sand make a ohoap pavo- 
mont ; bub tho pavement made of theBO ma- 
terials quickly gets out of repair and in a 
comparatively short timo beoomesusolets. It 
Is aafo to Bay thab wooden pavement of thiB 
kind haB, In Toronto, been tried and found 
wanting. Iu spite of thla it ia 
for ita cheapness still advocatod by 
many property owners, An ordinary oodar 
biook 24-foob pavement oosts tho proporty 
ownora $4 90 per year for a 20 foot lot, and 
tho coat is spread ovor fivo yearB. Wo do 
nob know how long tho lifo of auch a pave- 
ment ia, but as it has boon oondemnod by 
tho Toronto City Council it is but reason 
ablo to conoludo that on economic grounds 
alone it Ib not a good pavement. How long 
oodar blocks on a solid foundation would 
last our authority dooa not aay. But as tho 
solid foundation would oosb a good deal of 
monoy tho oedar block pavement, proporly 
mado, would lose tho udvantago of boing tho 
oheapoat. 

There Is a good doal of talk both in 
Toronto and Winnipeg about vitrifiod brick 
aa a material for pavomonb. Such bricks 
aro mado in Ohio for aix dollars a 
thousand, and at that prioo they 
are Baid to bo vory muoh choapor 
as woll aB moro lasting than cedar blocks. 
But it soems that tho proper kind of briok, 
equal to that mado in Ohio, cannot bo pro- 
duced in Ontario at a lower prico than from 
$9 to $11 a thousand. The reason of this is 
not given. How about British Columbia? 
Thero Is plenty of brick day in this Pro- 
vince and fuel is not soarco. Is It not pos- 
sible to manufacture vitrified briok hero as 
good aa that mado in Ohio at a price that 
will bring it within bho reach of tho Cor- 
poration of Viotoria? It seoms from all 
that we c in learn that In vitrifiod brick are 
combiood tho qualities of ohoapnesB and 
durability— that Ib if tho brick oan bo mado 
oheap onough. Labor is dear in this Pro- 
vince, it is true, but tho doarnoas of labor 
would affuot the cedar block pavomont aa 
muoh aa it would the pavomonb ot vitrifiod 
brick. This pavomonb has an excellent 
character. It oan bo laid in Toronto at a 
coBt of $10 per 20 foot lot, tho payment to 
extend over b!x years. It is aontondod that 
if the paymont woro extended ovor ten 
yoara it would bo a groator favorito than it 
is with tho owners of property. 

Tho uaphalt pavement Is tho favorite in 
Toronto, lb is a durable pavomonb, and It 
Is good in other rospocts, bub it ia dear — at 
any rato its firBt cost la high. Tho Toronto 
Globe says ; " Oq stroota unbrokon by oar 
tracks, ovon whore the trailio -is hoavy, 
asphalt Is undoubtedly tho bost material If 
laid carefully. The pavement on Bay streot, 
tho first laid in tho city by Warron Scbnlf 
Co., has been in use Bix years undor strain 
of hoavy tratli), and is in excollont condi- 
tion. Ib will probably laBb fiftoon years bo- 
foro tho wearing surfaco requirea renewal. 
Jarvia streot, on whioh asphalt has boon laid 
fivo years, ia another examplo of tho wear- 
ing qualities of this material on stroots 
whore It has boon aubjectod to tho jar of oar 
trailio or too frequent watoring, whioh 
takoa tho oil out of tho aaphaltum." It ia 
said that hotwoon tho car tracks tho asphalt 
pavemont is apt to become disintegrated by 
the frequent sprinkling necessary to keep 
down tho dust. This is tho only drawback 
to asphalt pavomonb mentioned by the 
Globo.

Saturday, tho last day of tho celebration, 
did not open auBpiciousIy. Ic waa a repetl 
tion of tho day before and people who were 
astir early were proofed with plenty of rain 
which did not augur well for tho day's 
sport.

THE SHAM FIGHT. 

How tho Corlnto blinding Party Placed Their 
King Upon Beacon Hill's 
Lordly Mast. 

A splendid spectacle woa provided on 
Saturday morning for tho many thousand 
spootatora gathered at the Hill to wit- 
ness tho mimic engagement and roviow of 
Her Majoaty'a Imperial naval and military 
forcoB of this sbation, and thoir Canadian 
auxiliaries. Tho forethought of Col. Raw- 
atorno in giving to tho public through tho 
proaa tho general idea of the programme 
helped materially, for with this information 



in thoir poaaoseiou tho spectators were able 
to take up tho poBltions of greatest advan- 
tage to themaolves and loaab obstruction to 
the troop*, who occupied tho baso of the 
hill while tho publio were maaaed on tho 
gontly Bloplog sidoa end terraces, whenoo a 
apleLdid view of tho movements was obtain- 
able. The crowd wsb an immense one, 
worthy of a holiduy display in a great city, 
and that expressions of admiration and 
praise were heard on all hands; from cltizona 
and visitors alike, epeaks well for the steadi- 
ness and appoaranco of the troopa. 

Tho attacking force consisted of alx com- 
paniee of bluejtckets under command of 
Lieutouant 6tileman, R N. They did not 
oomo round from Esquimalb by water, bub 
took advantage of tho more convenient 
transport allordod by the electric trams, 
which delivered them at the power house, 
hIiouco hoadod by tho Royal Arthur band 
they marched to tho attack. They ap- 
prosobod the scone of operatione from Moea 
street. 

Tho Royal Marino Artillery, from tho 
barracks and tho fleet, under Liout.-Col. 
Burrowea ; and a company of Royal Marino 
Light Infantry under Lieutenant Uollard, 
who wero to act) with tho B.C G.A. as the 
di fending force, later passed through centre 
town to tho choorful music of the R M.A. 
fife and drum band, and proceeding to tho 
park by the shortest route, took posi- 
tion aB tho advanced lino and piquets ot the 
defenco, tho piquets being well towards tho 
bueh through which tho enemy were to make 
their appearanoo. 

In tho meantime tho British Columbia 
Battalion of Garrison Artillery had boon 
forming up in their drill hall. For various 
ons the parade was not a large one, and 
the Vancouver company (No 5), who num- 
bered about fifty all told, were rather above 
the strength of tho local companies. The 
viaitora wore givon the post ol honor on tho 
right of tho lino, and led the march to tho 
bill, Noe. 1, 2 and ',1 companies following in 
that order. Tho hoadquartor compjniea' 
band of course was on hand, and furnished 
tho marohing music. Lieut.-Col. Poters, 
D.A G , waa in command of tho battalion, 
in tho absence of Lieut.-Col, Prior, M.P. 
Major Pearae acted as adjutant, and bbe 
other staff officers present wero Quarter- 
master Flumerfelt and Surgeon Geo. H. 
Duncan, the laab named making his first ap- 
pearanoo as surgoon of the battalion, whioh 
post he has just accepted. Tho companies 
were in charge of Major Townley, No. 5 ; 
Lieutenant SargiBon, No. 1 ; Lieutenant 
Williama, No. 2 ; and Lieutenant Greg- 
ory, No. 3 ; and all the subaltern 
officers were at their posts ; whioh may alao 
be said of the noncommissioned officera, 
the chief of whom, Sorgeant-Major Muloahy, 
by tho oaroful inatruotion he has imparted 
earnod a great share of the oredit tor tho 
line appoirance of the men on parade yostor- 
day. Tho battalion marched by Superior 
street to tho park road, and thence to the 
hill, where they duly roported to Liout.- 
Col. FUwatorno, R.M.A., who was in oharge 
of tho dofence, and wero by him Btationed 
on the front slope of the hill, near tho Croat, 
facing the direction whence thoenemy weroto 
approach. Thia poaition they hold through- 
out tho engagement, their location giving 
them tho beat view of the operations of the 
moro aotivo participants. 

Vory soon the sharp rattlo of muskotry 
told of the approaoh of the invaders, who 
woro warmly rocelved by a succession of 
well-timed volleys from the Royal Marines 
forming the defenders' outpoata. Aa tho 
bluej kckota advanced, the outpoata, accord- 
ing to the plan, retired in aectiona, moving 
around by the flanks of their supports, who 
as soon as the ground waa clear opened fire 
by volleys, The enemy mado aplondid use 
of their Martinis, and the effect of thoir 
rapid independent firing was ao much like 
thab of a macblno gun that many of tho 
spectators got tho impression that a Catling 
or Maxim formed part of their equipment. 
On tho other hand they wero met with a 
r^pld aucceBaion of well timod and controlled 
volleys, sucoeodod by smart independ- 
ent firing as by nimble rushes from 
cover to oover tho sailors swarmed tho hill- 
aide. Tho B C.B.G A. were not orderod to 
re treat aa had boon oxpected, bub when only 
about fitty yards separated the oppoaing par- 
ties the cease fire and halb sounded, and tho 
blui-jickets as a final demonstration gave a 
tremendous British oheer and wildly waved 
thoir straw hats in an ecBta^y of excited joy. 

Both forcea wero thon marched to tho 
other aliiue of the hill, facing tho aea and 
tho hamLome residences of the Jamea ]Uy 
quarter, and prepared for tho march past 
which waa to oIobo the proceedings. Admiral 
Stephenson took tho gonoral command, and 
tho Canadian flag whioh had down aa mual 
from tho lofty polo at the crown of tho bill 
waa pullod down and replaced by tho Admir- 
al'a Hag of whito bearing tho red Sc. George's 
crona — tho very 11 ig whioh a few woeka ago 
waa fanned by iho tropical breozea of Corinto. 

An immense iquaro had boon roped oil aa 
a purado ground, and tho hoat ol apectatora 
around ita aidea had from tho auperior height 
of their Btation an uninterrupted viow of the 
proceedings on tho lovol- Tho Admiral took 
position at the aaluting biae on tho uppor 
aido, with him Hia Honor Lioutenant Gov 
ornor Dowdnoy ; Japanoao Conaul Noaae, iu 
uniform ; and a military stall. Tho brigade 
marched past, in column and with changod 
ranks In quarter column, earning liberal 
applause by tho BtoadlnoBS of tho ranks. 
Then in lino tho troopa gavo tho royal 
Baluto, whllo the bandB, combined for the 
march paet, played tho familiar otraina, 
Tho officers commanding corps wero called 
to the front, and brii tly addroaaod by bho 
Admiral and tho Lieutonant-Govornor, who 
complimented thorn upon tho satisfactory 
exhibiblon mado by all ooncornod. Tho 
corps thorn formed eaoh into column, anil 
company by company visitod tho oom- 
misuarlab noar by to rofrosh themsolvos for 
tho homeward march. The Admiral's flag 
waa lowered and tho red onaign with tho 
Dominion arms again went up. 

Tho Naval detaohmont were tho firab to 
leave tho field. From thoir poaition on tho 
right of tho several columns they movod to 
the right in fourB by succcBBivo companies, 
oioh company baking tho now formation and 
direction with 'Biioh admirablo precision as 
to ovoko hearty applause from tho on- 
lookers, which was renewed aa having 
wheolod to tho le f aboub bboy marched 
with fixod bayonota along tho front of tho 
parado, the applauao boing sovoral times re- 
peated aa they paseod along, and tho B. C. 
G. A., on the lofb, giving bho Bailors a 
hearty parting ohoor. Tho Royal Marino 
Artillory and tho R. M. Light Infantry 
movod off' next, oarrying oub tho same neat 
movement in faultless mannor, and they also 
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TENNIS AND BOATING SUITS. 
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wero very cordially oheerod. Tho last to 
loave tho fiold wore tho B.C.G.A , who took 
the route by whioh they had como, back to 
the drill hall. As intended, tho engage- 
ment and review, commencing at eleven 
o'olook, occupiod libtlo more than hour, bo 
thab the partioipantB got away in good time 
for tho afternoon sports. 

Tho rain of tho night before had lodged in 
tho thick foliage and long grass of Boacon 
Hill, so that tho lower oxtremltios of the 
soldiors were pretty thoroughly wotted, and 
thoao dotachmenta who wero withoub tho 
leather loggings worn by tho majority great- 
ly mlB«ed tboae ueeful additionB with which 
by their own prlvato enterprise tho looal 
companies have Buppllod thomaolves. 
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INTERMEDIATE IACI10SSE. 

Capitals and Maple Leaves Play Their First 
Match ou the New Oak Bay Recrea- 
tion Urouuds. 

Tho now rooreation grounds at Oak Bay 
wore opened on Saturday afternoon with the 
first matoh botweon tho Capltala of Victoria 
and the Maple Leaves of Westminster. 
Thero waa aome delay In Btarting, aa owing 
to tho atreot cars being employed in carrying 
back to E^juimalt tho marines and blue- 
jackets who took part in tho sham-light of 
the morning, the crowds who wero bound 
for tho lacroBao matoh could nob by any 
means obtain ecjommodation on the tram 
aervico to Oak Bay. By half-pasb three, 
howovor, the players and fully tifteon hun- 
dred apectatora had arrived and everything 
waa roady. Lieutenant-Governor Dowdney, 
who with Admiral Stophonson and 
party waa prosenb during part of 
tho afternoon, had the captain of each team 
presented bo him and iu a few pleaiant 
words referred to tho splendid new grounds 
that wero inaugurated by the match that 
afternoon. Then the men lined up, Cipt. 
John Irving placed the ball and play began. 
Tho teama wore :

Tho play started off vory evenly, and 
though the ground had only lately been 
cleared and levollod and was therefore soft, 
both teams played fast lacroaso. Each do- 
fonce In turn had to show what they 
could do, and onco or twice Norman for 
Victoria, and Mahoney for the viaitora, had 
to stop hob Bhota on the flags. Finally, 
aftor Borne general play, Campbell, who 
worked liko a beaver and did roally fino In- 
dividual play, though he occasionally held 
tho ball too long, mado a brilliant run down 
field and the result waa that Bland picked 
tho ball up In front of tho visitors' flags and 
sonb through the firab goal for Victoria ; 
time, 10 minutes. 

In the second gamo Paul, tho Westmin- 
ster point, mado a beautiful catch right in a 
bunch of the Capitals' homo and relieved just 
in time. Thero was a good deal of heavy 
scrimmaging in centre fiold owing to soft 
ground, and Norman, though doing groat 
work in tho flags, waa rathor incautious in 
venturing too far- afield. Pat Smith at 
cover point once waa tho only man 
near tho flags, and thereby atoppod 
Westminster from biking advantage of tho 
goalkeeper's abaenco. A slight pause waa 
made to allow Clute to recover hia wind 
from a scrimmage at tho Capitals' goal, and 
immediately afterwards Norman saved the 
UagB by a very fino catah of a swift throw in 
by Eickhoff. CIobo chocking and hot work 
marktd the game, whioh waB taken for the 
viaitora by Pittondrigh ; timo, 1!) minntoB. 

Tho third game waa u ehort one. Thero 
waa aomo rapid play in centre, Stephena 
distinguishing himeelf for Victoria. Then 
Campbell oarried the ball down to the viai- 
tora' ond and passed to Schnotor, who ehot 
cleverly and aoorcd for Victoria ; time, 3 
minutoa. 

A regular scramble in contro Gold took up 
several minutea at tho boglnning of the 
fourth gamo. Tho Weetminators then got 
decidedly tho bust of tho team play, 
and tho contro fod tho homo Btoadily 
In spite of the hard efforts oi 
tho Capitals' defenco, who all did remark- 
ably well. At last Elokhcif, aftor a oouplo 
of tries, Boorod again for tho visitors ; time, 
7 minutoa. 

With an ovon ecoro of two each tbo teams 
workod hard for viotory. It wbb tor a time 
an ond gamo ; oach dofonco Baving by long 
throwa that kept play away from oentro 
field. Tho paoo began to tell, and aomo 
rather wild throwing and alow play roaultod. 
Thoro woro a oouple of atopa to allow Cooloy 
and Pibtondrlgh oaoh to gob over miahapa. 
Tho play waa not at all rough, taking it all 
through, bub aftor twenty-five minutea Eiok- 
hoff waa rulod off for ono gamo for fouling 
Norman noar Viotorla's goal. Immediately 
on tho faoo off Edmonds sent tho ball 
through for tho viBltorB ; timo, 20 minutoa. 

It waa now two gamea to throo in favor cf 
tho Maplo Loavoa and aB only some ten min- 
utoa romainod, the Capitala mado a tromon- 
dous tfforb to even up. In thia gamG tho 
Viotoria homo put up ono of tho prottloat 
combination plays of tho day, paBBing in a 
cool and cortain way that was woll appre- 
ciated by tho epeotatora. Kelly for tho 
visitors showed up woll and ao did Mahonoy, 
who is a good man botweon the Hags. Gal- 
braith spoilod tho good improesion ho had 
made, by dollboratoly throwing tho ball 
over tho grand Btand to waato time and pre- 
vent any poseibillty oi tho Capitala scoring 
beforo timo was called. As lb was tho Capi- 
tals almoBb succocdod In ovening up juBb bo- 
fore timo, but tho ball hit tho post and 
bounood back.

THE USES OF DENIMS. 

This Is Not a New Subject, but It Is an 
Important One. 

Tho old fashioned blue and brown 
denims are very dura'nlo and useful in 
house furnishing, Denim makes a neat 
carpet for n bedroom, study or any 
room where thoro is not too much wear 
on tho carpet. If blue denim i.s used, it. 
should first bo washed to take away the 
slight greenish tinge it has when new. 
A very dainty carpet can bo made of 
this material by working on it in out- 
lino, with white cotton cord, clover 
loaves scattered hero and there, two feet 
or so apart, or two circles overlapping 
may be worked instead of clover loaves. 
Such a carpet makes a vory dainty cov- 
ering for tho floor, and being smooth it 
is vory easily swept. Brown denim may 
bo worked in tho same way with rod or 
yellow cotton carpet warp. 

Douims also make a serviceable rug 
for tho bathroom by using two pieco3 
of denim of tho desired sizo with a few 
thicknesses of any old wornout material 
between them and running it across on 
tho sowing machine a fow times to hold 
all together. Bind tho edgo with white 
tape or turkey red calico. This rug pro- 
tects tho feet from tho cold floor and i.s 
not injured by the wet, but can bo hung 
out in tho sun to air and dry. 

In these luxurious days, when wo 
must have cushions under our foot, the 
covers of theso cushions should bo of 
smooth material that will not gather up 
tho dust from tho carpet. Donim an- 
swers very well when tho carpet and 
othor appointments of tho room aro not 
too rich. Embroider in outliiio soiuo 
large, flowing design in white cord upon 
bluo denim and finish tho edges of tho 
cushion with upholsterer's whito cotton 
cord. Such a cushion is pretty covered 
with Japanese embroidery, so called. 
This oonsists simply of zigzag lines, 
changing tho color of tho yarn at almost, 
every turn. Denim may also bo used 
for covering old chairs. 

Another place where this matorial is 
vory useful, says a writer in Good 
Housekeeping and authority for tho 
foregoing, is in making schoolbags. 
Cut a pieco of bluo denim 14 by 2-1 
inches. On ono half work in white cot- 
ton in stem stitch tho initials or mono- 
gram of tho one for whom it is intended. 
Doublo together and sow in tho form of 
a bag. Bind tho edges with red tapo 
and uso tho same, doubled and stitched 
together, for handles for the bag. This 
bag is neat and durablo and can bo 
washed without spoiling its appearance.

A GikhI IJrown Pudding. 

For "brown pudding" uso 3 cups of 
flour, a cup of milk, a cup of molasses, 
a cup of suet, chopped fine, 2 cups of 
raisins, a teaspoonful of powdered maco 
aud cinnamon and 2 of powdered cloves 
and salt, a teaspoonful of soda dissolved 
in a littlo of tho milk. After mixing 
pour into a tightly covered and well 
buttered tin mold. Tie this in a strong 
towel and boil hard for three hours and 
a half. Citron and currants may bo add- 
ed.

Household Brevities. 

For noiiio cooks to learn — not you, of 
course: Loss grease in tho pan, moro 
grace in tho heart. 

Grapo fruit or shaddocks tiro best 
served in tho most simplo way. Cut 
them in two ucross tho carpels and servo 
» half on eaoli plate. 

Gum arabio and gum tragacanth in 
equal parts, dissolvod in hot water, 
make the best and most convenient mu- 
cilage to keep in tho house. 

To soften kid boots molt equal parts 
of tallow and olive oil. Apply now and 
thon with flannel. The creaking of solos 
of boots and shoes may be cured by the 
application of linseed oil. 

If your furnituro is dull and needs its 
luster restored, try a polish mado from 
two parts of raw linseed oil and ono of 
turpentine Mix thoroughly by shaking, 
apply a thin coat with a flannel cloth 
and rub thoroughly and briskly with a 
dry cloth. 

If you don't boliovo oyster or olam 
shells put against tho bricks of a fur- 
naco or range aro a remody for clinkers, 
just try them oneo, and you will be con- 
vinced of tho truth of tho oft ropoatod 
Btatomont.

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SELECTING A PIANO. 



Consult, Compare, Analyze, mill Avoiil tho 
So Called Cheap Pianos. 

Tho selection of n piano is often a mat- 
ter of anxiety. As it necessitates consid- 
erable cash outlay and is intended for a 
lifetimo's uso, it is wiso to exorcise, duo 
discrimination. Do not put too much 
contideuco in tho moro uauio. Yet thoro 
is n certain amount of security in some 
names, as they stand for honest materi- 
als and workmanship. But securing a 
serviceable piano is not always a matter 
of lavish expenditure. It is moro a mat- 
ter of discriminating taste. 

As to reliableness of make, you can, 
as a rule, rely upon tho judgment and 
standing of your local dealer, especial- 
ly if ho bo long and favorably known in 
your locality. As to tho quality of tone, 
it is wiso to consult a practical teacher 
and have him select tho desired instru- 
ment of tho make upon which you do- 
cide. 

Pianos may bo classed in threo grades 
— high grade, medium grade and cheap 
pianos. Tho latter includes what is 
known to the trade as tho stencil pianos, 
which are made in tho cheapest manner 
and sold under various names. It is 
raroly safo to havo anything to do with 
this class. 

Tho difference in prico between a high 
grade and medium grade piano is sov- 
eral hundred dollars. Tho former is al- 
most faultless in every detail, but the 
suggestion that you pay for tho name 
and the prestigo of tho artists who uso 
it, as well as the fineness of construc- 
tion and high quality of material, is 
sometimes true, For certain purposes 
you must havo tho high grade instru- 
ment in order to secure- tho very finest 
points of touch and touo and musical 
expression. 

Tho field for tho medium grade piano 
is large. There aro a dozen or more 
makes of honest medium grado pianos 
on tho market, sold at honest prices 
and guaranteed by firms of long unques- 
tionable standing. These pianos fill all 
ordinary requirements for general uso. 
It is only tho very finest qualities that 
aro wanting, and which can only bo de- 
tected by experienced ears and fingers. 
Therefore the concluding advico given 
by Etude is: Consult, compare, analyze 
and do not be overanxious to "strike a 
bargain." Avoid advertising schemes. 
Eefuse all offers "below cost. ' ' Romem- 
ber yen can't have value without pay- 
ing for it. 

Meat Croquettes. 

Croquettes furnish an attractive form 
in which to utilizo leftover meats. For 
six persons havo about a pint of finely 
chopped cooked meat. Add a tablespoou- 
ful each of flour and salt, 3 of butter, a 
teaspoonful of pepper and one-half pint 
of water. Make a thickening of the 
flour, water and butter and heat to a 
boil; then add tho meat to which tho 
seasoning has been added. Cook a few 
minutes; then removo from tho fire. 
"When cool, shape with tho hands into 
cylinders ur balls. Dip each one into 
beaten egg; then roll in lino bread 
crumbs, being careful to seo that every 
part is coated. Fry in deep fat, arrange 
on a napkin and servo at ouco. 



A Gooil Furnlturo Follsh. 

A good furniture polish may bo mado 
by putting equal parts of spirits of wine, 
vinegar and olive oil in a largo bottlo 
and shaking thoroughly every day for a 
week, when it will bo ready for uso. 
This polish should bo applied to tho fur- 
niture with a soft woolen cloth and 
thoroughly rubbed in. If the furnitoro 
is very dirty, it may bo rubbed clean 
with a woolen cloth dippod in kerosene 
It is worth knowing, because cheap or 
easily procured, that one-third turpen- 
tine and two-thirds swoet oil make an 
excellent furniture polish. 



Handsome Table Covers. 

Very effective tablo covers aro mado 
of alternato squares or half squares of 
basket flannel and velveteen. Ono mado 
of two shades of brown is very pretty, 
and another of brown and lemon color 
is particularly effective. The spread 
should bo lined. It is not necessary that 
the entire lining should bo of expensive 
material. Unbleached factory cloth will 
answer, provided that tho facing is 
deep. No border is requisite, but if ono 
prefers to have it this should be of vel- 
veteen and tho facing of contrasting col- 
or. 

Oyster Fatties. 

Put tho oysters in their liquor on the 
lire until they come to a scald; then 
tako them off and put in a siovo to 
drain. Strain some of tho liquor and 
add to it enough butter and flour to 
thicken, with a little parsley and mace. 
Hoat this and put the oysters into it. 
Lino a small patty pan with puff paste 
and bake a light brown. When done, 
fill with the oysters. The patties should 
bo served and eaten as soon as prepared, 
as tho gravy, soaking into the pastry, 
will make it moist and heavy. 



Knitted Soles. 

This is tho season for knitted slippers; 
honco the following directions from Tho 
Modern Priscilla will be welcome to 
any ono who wants to save tho coat of 
the shoemaker's soles. This solo is work- 
ed with gray wool and two lino wooden 
knitting needles. It is composed of a 
double layer of knitting, interlined with 
a cardboard solo, on the edge of which

a strip of paper is pasted. On a founda- 
tion of 1- st. (stitches) knit in rounds, 
going back and forth as follows: 

First round — 81. (slip) tho first st. as if 
going tfi purl, tho five times alternately 
1 k. (knit plain), si. the next st. in tho 
same manner as the first st. ; finally 1 k. 
Next follow 104 rounds like tho preced- 
ing round. Divide thest. on two needles, 
so that tho slipped st. comes on ono 
uocdlo and tho knitted st. on tho other 
needle. Slip tho cardboard into tho open- 
ing and cast off tho Bt. togothor.

Taking his text from Phil, iv, .'!, "Help 
those women whioh labored with mo in the 
Gospel," ho said : 

"Tho history of Bible women, liko that 
of men, begins in Eden and mingles with 
all tho history of tho raco. Eden and the 
world woro incomplete without woman. 
The Great Architect, surveying his works, 
pronounced thorn good but incomplete with- 
out woman, for, he aaid, "It Ib not good for 
man to live alono." The origin of woman, 
mado from man's rib, Ib taken 
by seme to mean her subjection 
to Tnian, especially whon takon with 
Paul's oommand to women to submit thom- 
aolvea to man. But tho caao aeoma some- 
what different when wo note how, coupled 
with theflo commands to women, wero those 
to men bidding thorn love thoir wives and 
not bo bitter againat them. The obedionoe 
is easy whore the master is love. The origin 
of woman, taken from man'a sldo, rather 
Bhowo tho divino intontlon of hor equality aB 
companion to stand by the side of man. Sin 
was tho inlluenoo that first led to tho debase- 
ment of woman, and tho extent of man's 
doparture from God's truth and teaching 
has ever been the measure of her degrada- 
tion ; tho gospol of Christ whorevor accept- 
ed haa tended to the uplifting and restora- 
tion of woman to her lost place at man's 
aide. This la Been by tho Btate of tho 
nations of the earth to-day. Throughout 
tho nations man's doors of privilege are 
boing opened ono by one to woman, until 
now there is scarce, a pursuit or honor, call- 
ing or college, closed against the fair Bex In 
our land to-day. Woman's ability to oo- 
cupy these poaitiona is amply manifest in 
tho history of Bible women, where from the 
harvest field and tho loom to the throne it- 
self Bho has shown hor power to excel. 
Nor waB her suooess less marked In the bo- 
callod learned professions, of law, medicine 
and thoology. Woman's peculiarly sensitivo 
and sympathetic nature has ever made her 
moro marked in her influence over man for 
either good or evil. It wbb not till tempta- 
tion waa BUggested by a woman's lips that 
Adam fell. It required a queenly woman 
to load tho wIbo King Solomon to the 
Bhrlnea of Egypt's idolB. Israol waB never 
so oureed nor the good bo hunted 
and persecuted as whon tho wicked 
Jezebel boro rule. But, on tho 
other hand, behind every great movement 
for good has ever stood the shadow of 
some great, good woman. We cannot 
think of Moses apart from his mother, nor 
Samuel, nor Samson, and oven for a John 
the Baptist and ChrUt himself, a saintly 
woman must prepare the way and leeve the 
impress of hor pure hand. Sinco thus from 
woman flow such rivers of Influence far good 
or ovil to bleas or curse humanity, how im- 
portant that the fountain head, her soul, 
should bo filled with the principles and 
spirit of tho Master." Tho proaoher an- 
nounced hla intention of continuing the sub 
jsot next Sunday evening by speaking moro 
particularly of tho unmarried women of 
soripture. 

BRITAIN'S NOBLE QUEEN. 

Rev. Dr. Campbell Eloquently EiilogizeB the 
Sovereign in Discoursing on Woman's 
Work-" God Save the queen." 

Dr. Campbell last ovenlng took as the 
basis of hla oddross on woman's work " Dor 
ens, a woman full of good works, and alma 
deedB which Bho did " (Acts ix, .'16) He 
showed how Christianity olovated woman ; 
Plato and Aristotle had no female disciples 
The Jewish ohuroh gave a certain recogni 
tion to woman, but Christianity mado 
woman tho equal of man. Ho said tho 
rights of women aro being pushed in purlin 
ments, but a wise woman thinka moro if her 
dutiea than of her righta. This is what 
•Dorcas did. Utilitarianism improves 
tho surroundings ; Bnppliea good houaoa 
and sanitary appliances in order to make 
men good ; but Christianity improveB men, 
and tho surroundings are auro to be improv- 
ed. It makes tho treo good, and the fruit ia 
Buro to bo good. Since tho daya of Dorcas, 
BooiotioB Bprang up boaring her name, and 
tho loving handa of womon in ovory oity 
holp tho poor and noody. Christianity can 
doal with honoBt povorty, but guilty paupor 
lam it cannot stem until tho fountain which 
oauaoa tho stream ia dried up. 

Tho Dootor reforred to tho work of wo- 
mon o a foreign missionaries in India, China, 
and othor placea. Ho did not approve of 
womon outting the ground from uuder tho 
men aa thuy have dono in recent 
years. Mou's wages aro theroby 
bo reduced that they cannot sup- 
port their families, and young mon havo 
their incomes bo out down that they cannot 
marry. Thus young womon aro thomaolvoB 
to blamo if thoy aro loft to " waste their 
Bwoetnoaa on the desert air." Womon 
should havo access to the ballot box, and 
then muoh neoded reforraB would Boon bo 
accomplished. 

" Tho home," said tho Rov. Dootor, " is 
tho woman's throne. Tho homo Ib tho moth- 
or'a firat duty. If tho homo ia properly 
oared for outsldo society will take caro of it- 

B0lf. 

Rofnronco waB mado to tho work dono by 
noblo womon of high rank in Europo and 
America, promluonco boing givon to Lady 
Abordoon. Tho Bpoaker oloBed by an elo- 
quent eulogy on tho grandest woman, 
mother and Boverolgn of tho proBont century, 
our beloved Quoon Viotoria. Ab tho Dootor 
sat down tho choir and congregation unitod 
heartily and with olootrio effect in oinging 
tho National Anthom, a now doparturo In a 
Proabytorian ohuroh — a departuro whioh ia 
to bo commondod and is in lino with Preaby- 
terianiam loyalty.

Rov. Mr. King waB baptized by Rev. P. H. 
MoEwen and proaohed a sermon in which ho 
explained tho roasone for hia change of 
viowa. 

Tho Rov. gentleman took for hla text 
Rom. xiv:5, "Let every man bs fully per- 
suaded in hia own mind," and eaid : " It Ib 
necosaary that aa I am about to tako tho 
moat aolemn atep in my life and follow my 
Lord in baptlam aa a botiover and ono rejolo 
ing in tho fullness of Hia aalvation, that J 
ahould explain the roaaoo for thia change. I 
havo not made tho move without c ireful 
coneideration and thoughtful atudy, and 
havo come to look upon the Haptlat ohuroh 
aa moat in line with our Lord's oommauda. 
I have folt tho noed of a broader field and 
moro acope than I aould get in 
my own ohuroh. I am not wholly turn- 
ing my back or. tho church in which 
I waa ordained, nor have I didcoverod hor to 
bo all wrong. I still rotain my friends in 
her, whom I prizi moat highly, and particu- 
larly my doar and reverend friend tho 
Hiahop, with whom I should havo beon 
pleaaed to havo labored longer. Now, aftor 
Borno time of careful atudy and aovoral weeks 
ac ual work in connection with Cilvary Bap- 
tist church, I find myaolf with you in the 
words of my text, " fully purauaded " in my 
own mind. 

Thore aro throo main roaaonH why I doairo 
to enter tho B^ptiat church. Firat, I choose 
tho lliptiat church because I believe it, to bo 
tho apostolic church, i. o , foundod upon 
tho doctrino and praotioo of our Lord and 
H a apoatloB ; sooond, because it puts the 
rluhc and only valid intorprotation upon the 
commands of our Lord and tho aota of Hia 
apoatlea ; third, bocauao tho mombara f>rm 
that holy communion or commuolcy of hip- 
tlzsd bolioverB which, aooording to the 
Lord and Hia apoatlea, waa to conatituto 
Hla churoh on earth." 

These points woro onlargod upon, the 
great idea being that tho form of baptiem of 
tho Baptist churoh waa tho only riaht and 
authorized ono. In closing, Mr. King re 
forrod to tho paBt history of the church and 
urged any who might bo In doubt to follow 
in hla stopB if his conecionoo direoted him in 
that way, Aftorward Rov. Mr. King and 
Mrs. King woro baptized by Rov. Mr. Mc- 
Ewen,

New Woman— Sermon to Hoiib and 
Danprhtcrs of England. 

The Sons and Daughters of England bold 
thoir annual churoh parado yoatorday morn- 
ing, asaombliDg at tho Sir William Wallaco 
hall and marohing to tho Churoh of Our 
Lord, Reformed Epitcopal, whore a Bpooial 
Bormon waa proaohed by Rt.

Special music waa also provided, the 
anthem being Barnby'a *' O Riaon Lord," 
and tho voluntary a now transcription of 
tho National Anthom by tho organist of the 
church, Mr. Loo Bradley. Oo roturning to 
their hall tho Sona and Diughtora passed a 
hearty vote of thanks to Bishop Cridge and 
his church wurdens and then dispersed.
